JEWISH SOLDIERS FAMILIES 

Sin.—I make certain that the powerful appeal which has been addressed by 
the Lord Mayor to the public on behalf of the widows, orphans, and other 
dependents of those devoted heroes who may lose their life in the service of our 
common Country, will move the kindly hearts of my coreligionists to a munificent 
generosity like that which they have already exhibited in connection with the 
Transvaal Refugees’. Fund. ‘They will not fail to show sympathy with the 
sufferings of the sick and the wounded, to wish to help the soldiers disabled by 
honourable scars from earning their own living hereafter, or at once to safe- 
guard from privation the wives and children whom the troops have left at home 
behind them. This is a work in which asbare can be taken by all, in which the 
contributions of those who have but little to spare are as welcome as. the big 
cheques of the wealthy. 

At the same time, it has occurred to some thoughtfal and kindly hearts 
among us that in the matter of helping those Jewish soldiers and their 
dependents who might need it, our community may weil carry on its most 
honourable tradition of caring for its own, while taking a munificent share in 
the burden of all the nation. Jewish soldiers are naturally but a handful among 
their comrades, even as are British Jews among their fellow-countrymen ; and 
so the task could not be a heavy one. One generous and tender-hearted lady 
has already volunteered to take care of a sister who may lose a soldier-husband 
on the field of honour. I shall most gratefully take charge of and carefully 
dispense any sum that may be entrusted to me for the special needs of Jewish 
soldiers’ wives and children. 

That such needs already exist I may evidence by relating what occurred 
when one of our gallant Jewish soldiers took leave of me the other day before 
departing for South Africa. He was a Reservist recalled to the colours, under 
which he had distinguished himself in a long and arduous term of Indian ser- 
vice, and had done a great deal to make the name of Jew honoured and respected 
among his officersand his comrades. In the prime of young manhood, of fine 
physique, and manly bearing, he made one think of our brave ancestors 
who followed Judas the Maccabee to victory over his 
foes. His unaffected piety, quiet courage, and patriotic 
for the cause of England profoundly impressed me and I have 
no shadow of doubt that in all circumstances he will carry out his 
simple, straightforward assurance that he would strive to do his duty. . Should 
the opportunity offer, he will, | am confident, greatly distinguish himself. 
And yet this fine fellow, of tried and proved bravery and endurance, broke 
down when he came to speak of his young wife. He did not lament the 
parting, for from what he had told me I could ‘see that she had bidden 
him adieu in the brave, patient spirit of a high-minded Jewess. But he 
was melted to tears (and the sobs of a strong man are a terrible thing 
to hear) when he explained how he dreaded lest she should lose the little 
home which he had scraped together with such an infinitude of loving toil and 
persistence. The Government separation allowance, together with the voluntary 
stoppage from his pay and what he would save and send her, would indeed secure 
her mere daily bread. But it tore his heart to think of her he loved, so recently 
a bride, losing the home to which he had brought her with such pride and joy : 
for she had no relative in England, and his own were but artisans like ‘himself. 
How could he bear to leave her thus friendless’ When I told him that she 
would not be friendless, that I would acquaint her brethren and his, fellow-Jews 
and fellow-Britons, with her needs and the needs of others in her position, and 
they would not endure it that men should fight //rrr battles with this load of 
dread on their hearts, then the man’s face changed on the instant. 
smiling, strenuous, alert, he cried : 
heart.” And so he went. 

Is there a husband who can think of him and the others like him without 
responding to their appeal! Is there a wife who can think of her and the others 
like her—and then glance at her own loved companion at her side—without her 
womanly heart being filled with gentle pity, and all her womanly influence 
stirred up for these less happy wives, these anxious and trembling mothers ! 
War is a dreadful thing, but more dreadful still when husbands and fathers fear 

—not for themselves, for that is not the way of British soldiers, Jews or 
Gentiles—but for those who are dearer to them than life. Be generous and 


speedy in your generosity. That is the best way to honour the brave—and to 
honour yourselves,

INVALID CHILDREN'S AID ASSOCIATION.—EAST END BRANCH 


Sik,—The generosity of the Jewish public to its brethren in misfortune is 
so well known that we feel sure the claims of this branch of the Invalid 
Children’s Aid Association on its sympathy and help have only to be known to 
meet with ample response. The Association was founded in 1888 and has for 
its aim “helping, supervising, and if possible curing the seriously invalided 
and crippled children of the London poor.” To do this effectively, long stays in 
nursing homes in the country, often for one or two years, sometimes even for 
SIX OF Seven years, are necessary. Or again, expensive instruments are required 
which must be worn for many years to ensure a cure. In some of our most 
successful cases too, money 18 spent in starting the child at suitable work. 
Until lately all the cases have been dealt with by the Central Committee, at 1* 
Buckingham Street, Strand, with local representatives and visitors in each 
district. East London, however, has now a divisional office at 44, East India 
Dock Road, to deal with cases in Bow, Mile End, Poplar, St. George’s-in-the- 
East, Stepney, and Whitechapel, and it is in this district, of course, that the 
largest number of Jewish children come under our care. Out of 246 cases on 
our books at this office, 67, or more than a quarter, are Jewish cases. 
lhe contributions from Jewish sources, however, including the Jewish 
Board of Guardians, for the half-year ending October Ist, 18%, 
amounted to £1 10s. 6d. only, out of a total of £4 13s. 4d., or under a 
seventh of the whole amount given. To-day we wish more especially to appeal 
for the lengthy cases, where an amount varying from 2/6 to 7/-. per week has to 
be paid for an indefinite time to a nursing or convalescent home. It has been 
the earnest endeavour of the visitors to secure in all cases a weekly contribution, 
however small, from the parents of the children, as the Association does not wish 
to relieve them of the responsibility of their sick children. during the cure. 
The following are some of the typical cases dealt with by our Committee, All 
are Jewish, 

R. 38, a boy of 7 suffering from hip disease, quite curable with time and nursing. 
He is now at St. Monica's Home, Broadesbury, where the cost of his cot is 5/6 per week. 
His parents contribute 2/- per week towards this. £4 10a. would enable us to keep him 
there for six months, and probably cure him entirely. 

B. K., a little girl of 10, also suffering from hip disease. She is in a nursing home, 
costing 5/- per week, towards which the Jewish Board of Guardians contributes 2/- and 
the parents! -. She is nearly well and u stay of another three months, costing £1 0%. 
would most likely complete the cure. 

H. L., a very jolly clever boy of 8, limped very badly. He has been supplied with 
walking instrument costing £2 7s. 6d., towards which the parents will contribute 7 - and 
the Jewish Board of Guardians, 20/-. £1 ig still required to cover the cost of his instru- 
ment, which enables the boy to take his share in all the games of the other boys. 

La R, 10 years old, is suffering from hip disease. She has been ia nursing homes 
since January, 1898, and about £30 has been spent on her, of which £18 has beep 
contributed by the Jewish Board of Guardians. Sne isan orphan, and has oaly an uncle 
to look after her. She is now at a home in Brighton, and seems so much better that the 
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doctor thinks two months more, oosting £2, would bably comp!

Association, but we think the above are sufficient to explain our work and our 
needs.

immediate aim of Zionists was to obtain a legally-assured home for al! Jews 
desiring to return to Palestine. : 

Mr. Herbert Bentwich followed, dwelling further on this same point—a 
legal tenure of land and an assured home in Palestine for Jews. 

Now, it was up to this point that | and many of my friends could join the 
Zionist cause, but then followed what was not in the official programme, and 
which prompts me to write to you. 

Mr. Cowen, whose duty was to propose a vote of thanks, took upon himself 
to answer a question put by a previous speaker, and what was the result ’-an 
altogether different view as to the aims of Zionists. Mr. Cowen's Zionism and 
that of Sir Francis Montefiore bear no resemblance. Mr. Cowen says that 
Palestine must be obtained for us forthe purpose of establishing a Jewish 
State. 

Now Sir, you perceive my difficulty; Sir Francis Montefiore and Mr. 
Bentwich ask for help to “secure a legally assured home.’ Mr. Cowen says we 
must work to resuscitate Jewish nationality and to establish a Jewish State.

The leaders of this Zionist movement are honourable men, and therefore 
would not wish to obtain converts by any but honourable means. I make bold. 
therefore, to ask if this “ National” idea of Zionism, /+., the seeking to establish 
a Jewish Self-C;overning State in Palestine, ‘« the olect for which Zionists are 
working.

A letter from Cape Town.—On the Eve of War. 


OUR JOTANNESBURG CORRESPONDENT. 


Care Town, Octoner 41H, 1899. 


It is dificult adequately to review the occurrences of the past week or two, 
when one is reduced to sifting carefally the extraordinary crop of ramours that 
ere indastriously manufactured on all hands. and as eagerly swallowed by a 
entlible public. One day one hears that the Boers (who are now eight miles 
from the Natal border), have occupied Laing’s Nek, which is in British territory ; 
then. that they have tried to captare Mafeking: again, that two Imperial 
regiments have heen ent up. All these alarms turn ont to be unfounded; but 
all the «ame. The Transvaal has been well-nigh depopn- 
tate 4 far anvwar. as Britieh enhrer ts are cons erned and if war breaks out. 
we shall have this extraordmary p ition, that England will be fighting on 
Lehalf of her oppressed subjects, tyrarnised over by the Transvaal Government, 

it who are no longer in the Transvaal. The Free State has also been rapidly 
lepleted of its British-born citizens ; and the Caps Colony towns are filled to 
erflowing. It is rather hard on the people of the Cape Colony ; for a con- 
Jerable proportion of the refugees are destitute, and have even been sent away 
from Johannesburg or Pretoria (as the case may be) at the expense of other 
ople.

A Letter from Johannesburg.—Another View. 


THE Eprror or THe Jewish CuRONICLE. 


Sir.—In your issue of September ‘th, just to hand, I notice an article headed 
“A Letter from Johannesburg,” signed by Mr. Manfred Nathan. This gentle- 
man states that I have an axe to grind,in that I hold a cigarette-making 
concession from the Government, and for this reason tried to stop, or dissented 
from the proposal to hold a meeting of Jews on the ground that it would hamper 
the Transvaal Government in its negotiations with Mr. Chamberlain. Both 
these statements are utterly false. No  cigarette-making concession 
exists in this State, as besides my own factory there are at least twenty or thirty 
small cigarette factories in the country. Further, neither my firm nor myself 
have ever held a Government concession of any kind. Any Jew who is acquainted 
with the recent political developments here will testify that | have in no way 
attempted to dissuade Jews from holding meetings but have on several occasions 
presided at same, 

As we are making History fast in this part of the world, I must ask your 
kind permission to relate the facts of the recent political developments, as far as 


isa very good fellow, and an active worker in com 


Jews are concerned, in order to remove the false impressions created in the minds 
of your readers by the misstatements of Mr. Nathan. 

The President of the Jewish Working Men's Club, Mr. Goodman, left fo, 
England, and certain members of the Club requested me to accept the post of 
Chairman of the Club. These gentlemen, with others, asked if I could do any- 
thing with the Government regarding the new Franchise Law which excluded 
Russian and Polish Jews from any of its privileges. I placed myself in com. 
munication with the Government, and was asked by the State Secretary not to 
countenance any public demonstrations whilst negotiating with the Govern. 
ment. A private meeting was called at Mr. Attorney Alexander's office, at which 
Mr. Nathan and myself were present. The feeling of the few present was that 
a public meeting should be held without delay. I asked that nothing should be 
done for a few days till I could announce the result of my negotiations with the 
Government. In spite of my request, a meeting was held and I attended, as an 
ordinary spectator. A few days later 1 called a public meeting and announced 
that the Government had agreed to place Russian and Polish Jews on the same 
footing as other Uitlanders, It remains to be seen whether Mr. Nathan wil] 
communicate this fact to you. 

The old law that Jews and Roman Catholics conld not be members of the 
Raad still remained in force. Alderman Solomon, Advocate Emil Nathan, 8. 
Bebro and myself, met together and constituted ourselves into a Committee for 
the purpose of having this law removed from the Statute Book. After a lot of 
hard work, of which I did my share, the President, and at least twelve members 
of the Raad, agreed to help us. The final resnit was that the Raad did not 
consider that this law should be removed without first consulting the burghers. 
| feel confident that after the burghers have been consulted,all Jewish disabilities 
will be removed. <A few malcontents, of the Manfred Nathan kidney, thought 
that they might have done the work better, and, to test the matter, a meeting of 
the Committees of all the synagogues, societies and organisations in the 
Transvaal was held in Johannesburg, with the result that the self-constituted 
Committee, before mentioned, was unanimotsly appointed the official body to 
represent the Jews of the State in all negotiations with the Government. 


The only jarring note tn the whole political concert, as far as the Jews are 
concerned, was the appearance of the Kev. Dr. J. H. Hertz ata large political! 
meeting of Uitlanders. When I tell you that the meeting concluced by singing 
“God Save the Queen” and “ Rule Britannia,” and this, in a foreign State, you 
will agree with me, that such a gathering wes not the place for a Rabbi. 
Although Lam a British subject, | consider it very bad taste, to use a mild 
expression, to force our National Anthem down the throats of foreigners, and | 
strongly disapprove of a Rabbi speaking at gatherings of the kind mentioned 
I do know that the appearance of the reverend gentleman has considerably 
hampered my Committee in its endeavours to procure the removal of the Jewish 
disabilities,

for me to write this letter and more painful still to institute comparisons, For 
many years I was the Vice-President of the Kimberley Jewish Congregation 
and for the last twenty years have been connected with Jewish work mn South 
\frica. Mr. Nathan has never been connected with any Jewish movement and 
all at once appears in your organ as the censor of South African Jews and 
Jewish matters, 


Instead of writing letters to the papers I should advise Mr. Nathan to put 
his hand to the plough in this country and try and do some Jewish work before 
posing as a critic. At the first sign of trouble Mr. Nathan cleared out of the 
country, so that it will be seen that heis as deficient in courage ashe is in manners 
[ feel sure that my coreligionists at home will feel proud to hear that all the 
leaders of the Jewish community are remaining at their posts, At the present 
time they are working day and night to get panic-striken women and children 
away from the country, Every available shilling in the coffers of the different 
Jewish institutions has already been spent in providing food-stuffs in case of 
emergency. About two thousand pounds has already been spent in flour, etc. 
and should further stocks be necessary, the Jewish institutions intend mortgaging 
their properties where possible, in order to provide the people of the town with 
food irrespective of creed.

played, should occasion arise, as I am quite sure, the country recognises on the 
present occasion. 


Relief of Refugees at Durban.

Mr. P. Wartaki was elected to the chair. and 
Mr. Jack Isaac appointed Hon. Secretary. [t was also decided to appoint the 
following ladies and gentlemen as a Committee Mesdames P. Wart«k:, A. Simon 
Solomon, Miss Goldberg. Measrs. Lipinski, Wartski, Leaman Aasronstein. 
Henochsberg, Solomons aud Jacobs, the two latter from Johannesburg. The 
Chairman then explained that he had seen Mr. J. Ellus Brown, who was con. 
nected with the Darban Relief Fund, and he had been assured by that gentleman 
that he would willingly co-operate with their organisation, and that women and 
children would be all provided for. Sabscriptions were then taken for the 
provision of a Jewish fund, to be placed at the disposal of the Committee, a sum 
of forty guineas being collected within a few minutes. Considerable enthusiasm 
was evinced in the proceedings, and the movemen’ evoked the warmest 
sympathy

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JEWS IN THE ARMY AND MILITIA. 


--— 


The “General Annual Return of the British Army for the year 108,” just 
published as a bine book, gives the latest available details of the Imperial 
Military Forces in tabular form, The “ Preliminary Annual Return,” published 
early in the year, gave particulars up to January Ist, 1499, of the troops 
stationed at home. The “General” Return, however, includes particulars also 
of the troops on foreign service, the distance of some of whom from the usual 
postal delivery renders it difficult to publish complete tables for the past year 
at an earlier date. 

Table 4 gives the “ Religious Denominations of the Non-Commissioned 
Officers and Men of the several arms of the Service on the ist January, 
1209." The sixth column of thia Table is headed, ‘ Mahommedans, Hindoos, 
&c..” the number of whom is stated to be 3.1%). Of these 5.048 are members 
of Colonial corps, such as the Chinese Regiment, or the West African 
Regiment, The remaining “2 men are Jewish members of British corps 
It has been before explained in these columns that the Return deals only with 
the men’s classification of themselves ; and that in the case of all the smaller 
religious communities a large proportion of the recruits drawn from them, 
whether not particularly full of zeal on the one hand, or disliking the con- 
apicuousness and isolation of a numerically minor sect on the other, prefer 
the comprehensive official denomination, and describe themselves as 
belonging to the “Church of England.” Indeed, 68 per cent. of 
all recruits enlisted claim to be members of the National Church ; 
nor is there means of checking inaccuracy, since the men’s classification is 
as voluntary as is their enlistment. In the case of the Jews, the proportion 
who think it necessary to avow their origin is but a small one, at least 
three-quarters of them keeping that information to themselves. This is 
borne out by the present Return, according to which no men claiming to 
be Jews were serving in the Army Service Corps last January Ist. But at 
least two who were Jews were personally known by the writer to be 
stationed in one garrison only on that date. Yet, since the number of “ crypto- 
Jews" in the Army increases, at least equally, with that of avowed Jews: and 
since the Navy and Marines )of whom no such returns are published) are known 
aleo to attract an ever-increasing number of our young men, these figures suffice 
to illustrate the remarkable popularisatioa of the voluntary service of the State 
inthe Anglo-Jewish community during thepresent generation. The Table under 
consideration, taken year by year since a Jew first appeared in it, has shown 
the following remarkable augmentation im the number of avowed Jews among 
the rank and file of the British Army each January Ist, viz. : 1576 to 1885, | 
18865, 3; 1587, 1 ISSN, 18; 1891, not reported; 
1805 to 1805, not reported 18,51. 1807, 40; 1808.60: and 1800, 82. The brisk 
recruiting of the present year will no doubt show an advance on these figures 
for 

Of the avowed Jews serving on January Ist last, we are told that there 
were in the various arms—Household Cavalry, 1 (firat appearance); Line 
Cavalry, 11; Artillery, 17; Engineers,1; Foot Guards, ; Line Infantry, 45. 
Ordnance Corps,2; Medical Corps, ‘}; and Pay Corps.1. The actual total 
number of officers and men of Jewish birth serving on that date was probably 
nearer 4*), and was certainly fully equal to, if not rather above, the due propor- 
tion of British-born Jews to Gentiles of the same.nationality. 

Turning to Table 4, which deals with the Militia, the same considerations 
must be borne in mind. The Table states that on January Ist, 18:0, the forty- 
six avowed Jews then enrolled were thus distributed: English Artillery, 6: 
English Infantry, 57; Scottish Infantry, 5. The Irish Jew who appeared on this 
Table for several years has therefore, it seems, completed his term of service 
The totals of Jewish Militiamen (excluding, as before, crypto-Jews) for the 
years reported on, have been: 85,2; I84, 7; 1805, 18: 1806, 12: 1897. 20-

‘‘The Jews in Association was again occupied with the question of 
Egypt.” appointing definitely an English teacher at the Alliance 
Israclite School at Cairo. At the present time, the 
dominating tongue at that excellent institution is French, jast as French 
Jews are the predominant partuers in the two sections of its supporters, It 
is peculiarly desirable that English should be taught in the Cairo school by an 
Englishman, and be more extensively used as the medium for general instruction. 
Beside the native Jewish population, there has recently been a considerable 
inflax of Russian and other Jews into Cairo. I[t is to our interest to 
see that the process of Anglicisation does not stop at the confines of the | 


British Isles themselves and to prove that wherever the free British Empire 
opens its doors to the Hebrew immigrant, it receives into its bosom one who 
will be a source of strength to it, and not one who will remain within the 
Empire, yet outside of it—an isolated and un-English alien. We shall best 
give earnest of our intention to falfil this patent obligation by helping our 
coreligionists in Egypt—especially those who have come from Russia 
—to become citizens of what is to all intents and purposes ao 
portion of the Quaeen’s dominions. The matter bas even a wider 
significance. Last May a good deal of discussion arose in the genera| 
Press upon the slow progress which the English language was 
meking in Egypt. It was argued that the situation being what it is, the 
prevailing language should be English. Instead of thatthe lingua franca, which 
was the popular tongue before our occupation, was being rapidly superseded 
by French, which was well taught in all the splendidly-equipped, Church 
directed, and Government-subsidised French schools. As a result French 
was becoming the prevalent language—certainly among the educated and official 
classes. It was even suggested that English high schools should be imme- 
diately started and endowed. Wedo not know what has become of this 
latter suggestion, but we cannot help thinking that it would be a graceful and 
patriotic thing if, by pressing on the teaching of English in the Jewish school, 
we might do our modest little towards correcting the evil complained of. In 
a word, we have an opportanity to he'p on both the Anglicisation of our 
own brethren and of Egypt itsel!.

The Palestine Exploration Society is making important 
discoveries in Judwa.’ Dr. Bliss, at a depth of from 
15 to 20 feet beneath the soil, has uncovered what 
appears to be an old Cansanitish temple or high place 
with three standing stones, or menhirs, surrounded by a rude enclosure made 
of mud and rubble. - The stones are set in a line directly east and west, 
They are very rade, and vary in height from 6ft. to 10ft. They stand 
embedded in lays r of pre-[sraelite p ptlery. A eritic in the 7 imes observes 
that this is the only Canaanitish high place known in Jadwa. Lu the 50” 
square miles surveyed by Conder in Eastern Palestine 700 examples of stone 
monuments were discovered, and although they occur in considerable numbers 
in Western Palestine, up to the present not one had beea found in Judwa, 
The entire absence of these mnonuments from the country where the Hebrew

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power was most firmly established is explained by the following passages 
from the Old Testament :— 


Ye shall surely destroy all the places wherein the nations which ye shal! possess served 
their Gods, upon the bigh mountains and upon the hills, and under every green tree ; and 
ye shall break down their altars and dash in pieces their pillars, and burn their Asherim 
with fire ; and ye shall hew down the graven images of their gods, and ye shall destroy 
their name out of that place. (Dent. xii., 2-3). 

Now, when all this was finished, all Israel that were present went ont to the cities of 
Judah, and brake in pieces the pillars, and hewed down the Asherim, and brake down the 
high places and the altars out of all Judah and Benjamin, in Ephraim also and Manaseeh , 
antil they had destroyed themall. (II Chron., xxxi., 1.) 


The place in Jadah where the stone monuments now discovered. have 
been found has been described as a border town. In frequent 
battles and sieges the level of the gi: ound had been considerably raised, so 
that is probable that this high place was buried and built over before H: zekiah 
and Josiah destroyed every known relic of the kind. These proofs of the 
existence in Juda of worshipped stones like those we know of in Cornwall 
Brittany and elsewhere, are very interesting, and shew the widespread 
prevalence of a form of idolatry, upon which the invading Israelites. 
with their purer faith, generally made war, thongh occasionally and_ in 
places they may have lapsed into superstitions like those they found 
in the land. Sach relics explain many passages in the Bible. ‘Gilgs) 
itself, the early seat of the Hebrew invaders’ military power, means ‘a circle,” 
and has béea conjecturally identified with one of the rude stone circles which 
we still fiad more or or less complete on Salisbury [lain and at Karnak. The 
anknown people who erected these sacrificisl stones may have been long 
anterior to the Canaanites, as they were to the K\elts. But heathen con- 
ynerors did homage at the mysterious shrines which their predecessors had 
erected. ‘ar ancestors took a bolder course. The hewing down of the 
sacred stakes, the breaking of the stone pillars, was a protest of righteous 
indignation against the abominable rites with which the land had been defiled. 


Sabbath Morning Services for Jewish Children. 


NEW WEST END SYNAGOGUE, 

An interesting experiment was begun last Saturday morning in the Vestry 
Room of the New West End Synagogue, St. Petersburgh Place. Miss Lily H. 
Montagu, with the assistance of the Rev. S. Singer, held the first of a tentative 
series Of services for children between the aves of Sand 1. In order to avoid 
clashing with the synagowue services, the hour chosen for the children’s special 
worship 1 12.15. The service is designed to be short: indeed, on the first 
occasion it lasted only 55 minutes, The order of prayer was commendably 
simple. Some selected passages were read from the Prayer Book in Helirew. 
there were one or two brief prayers in English, a short Bible reading, and a 
little sermon. The children also sang Adon Glam (in Hebrew). Miss Dora 
Davis assisted in leading the singing. The attendance of adults is not permitted, 
except in the case of mothers who accompany their children. At the op ning 
service there were present nearly 30 children, though no meafis had been taken 
to give wide publicity to the matter. Of course the arrangements are at present 
purely experimental. So good an idea, however, should speedily become a 
settled success,

Aaron of York.—At a meeting of members of the legal prole S100, 
recently held at Manchester, a paper was read on “ Mediwval Deeds,” and various 
documents bearing the Hebrew signature of the famous Aaron of York were 
exhibited. These documents were examined with exceeding interest, and the 
technical word “ Shtar” was explained in connection with the prophet Jeremiah, 
who bought a field of his cousin, Hanameal, and gave him a deed of acknowledg- 
ment. (Jeremiah, xxxii.,10-14.) Aaron's deeds have been twice printed, once by the 
Rev. T. J. Fowler, who unearthed them, and, subsequently, by Mr. Myer Davis, 
who incorporated them in his volume of “ Shetaroth,” pages $00) 564 (published 
at the Jewisu Citronicie Office). Aaron of York was, for several years, the 
Presbiter, or chief layman, of the Jews. He was reduced to poverty through the 
exactions of the Crown. Matthew of Paris, the great English historian, who 
desired, above all things, to obtain his information first-hand, sought an interview 
with the Presbiter, and learned from his own lips the nature of the incessant 
demands made upon him. In 1255, when a heavy tallage was imposed on the 
Jews of England, writs of appointments were issued to the various communal! 
settled on cities and towns, Aaron's name being foremost in each instance. It 
was the Presbiter’s duty to see the amounts duly collected, and he was charged 
with the deficiency in case of non-payment.

RABBINIC PARALLELS TO THE 


NEW TESTAMENT.” 

‘'a Thursday last Professor Schechter opened the new Session in Gower 
Street, so far as the Hebrew course is concerned, by a bright and original lecture 
ou the “ Rabbinic Parailels to the New Testament. 


Professor Scupenrer remarked that though the Rabbinical literatare con- 
tained nothing contemporary or authentic about the personalities of the New 
Testament mach might be gleaned from the Rabbis as to the ideas of the Christian 
documents. After a brief but critical survey of previous work on thix qneation, 
Mr. Schechter showed that there had been deterioration in modern times both in 
the number and quality of writers devoted to the inquiry. An old book like 
Vitringa’s was indispensable to the student, but there was scarcely a Christian 
cesay of this century which was of ne 4 moment in regard to Vitriaga's topic — 
history of the synagogue. Schlerermacher was partly responsible for this change 
Iie had held that there was no historical connection between Jadaism and 
Christianity, and thus had weakened the interest of Christian theologians in the 
literature of the synagogue. Moreover, one effect of the extreme “ Criticiem ” 
of the Bible had been to cast suspicion on the Jewish traditions altogether. 
lence they had been more and more neglected in modern times, 

Torning to the main subject of bis lecture, Mr. Schechter said that the 
gerieral impression made on a Sewiek student by the gospels was that he stood m 
presence of a Jewish Hagada or Midrash, with, of: course, certain foreign 
elements. Thus the genealogies in Matthew were probably intended to serve a 
homiletic purpose just as the Rabbis used the name-lists in Chronicles: the 
story of the Magi was a Midrash on Numbers xxiv., 17; the baptism in the Holy 
Spirit was parallel to the Rabbinic use of Jeremiah xvii., 13. Some of Mr. 
Schechter's most fascinating paragraphs dealt with the “ Daughter’ of the 
Voice” or “ Daughter Voice,” a conception similar to the Heavenly voice which 
greeted Jesus Two features of the “ Danghter Voice” were noted by the 
lecturer. When used as a means of revelation, the “ Daughter Voice” did not 
always carry anew message, but stmply repeated verses from Scripture, Secondly, 
under certain circumstances, the “ Daughter Voice” was only audible to those who 
were prepared to listen toit. Alluding to the facta that according to Rabbinical 
tradition King Manasseh was saved by obeying a Scripture text cited by the 
Daughter Voice, while Elisha ben Abuya was undone by a new message from a 
similar source, Mr. Schechter indulged in a characteristic epigram lisha 
went after new revelations and was lost ; Menaxseh trusted to the Family Bible 
and was saved. The lecturer clearly explained the apparent contradiction 
between Matthew v., 17-20. and the following verses by adopting the view that a 
Rabbinical idiom lies at the basis of such passages. Thus the real meaning would 
he - “One might think ("38 P'S") that such and such was the intention of the 
Scripture, but this is to press the literal sense too strictly the true intent of the 
passage (719 TWO7N) was rather so and so.’. Thus there is no contrast meant 
between Scripture and the new teaching in such places. Wut rather a fresh 
exposition of the S« ripture ifter the manner of the Rabin. Some excellent 
verbal parallels were drawn by Mr. Schechter between the Gospel phrases and 
Rabbinical utterances; thus im the Midrash on Numbers xxui, ¢, Abraham i« 
ealled the Petra (Rock) on which God founded the world. (Compare the famous 
New Testament passages revarding Peter). 

Professor Schechter did not restrict himeelf to verbal similarities: he ales 
dealt with the spiritual parallels, In this direction the work of Christian theo 
logians is most unsatisfactory. Schirer is particularly weak. He indeed gives 
i fall biblography on the sulmect, but a biblography does noteven bk iong to the 
after-courses of wisdom.” It is rather a Menu, served up waiter iwnorant of 
the nutritive value of the dishes on the bill of fare.

Again. the Rabbinical muiracics needed careful survey, if certain parts 
of the Ne Ww Ts “tarment were lo be vi‘ wed in them true luzht. \« Mr. Schechter 
remarked in closing his charming address: Though the lecture was ended, the 
suobject was not. He reminded his auditors that it had been often suggested 
that a Jewish scholar should write a commentary on the New Testament, But 
he thought the age hardly ripe yet for such awork. In the meantime, Christian 
theologians who were anxious really to understand their own secriptares 
would ado well to devote themselves More systematically researches into 
Rabbinical ideals, 

Mr. Schechter quoted many beautifal Rabbinic sayings and parables in the 
course of his remarks. His address was received with hearty applause.

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The New Synagogue. 


PRESENTATION TO MR A M. WARTSKL 


Notwithstanding the extreme inclemency of the weather on Sunday afternoon 
last, a very large number of the mem- 
bers of the New Synagogue assembled 
in the Vestry Room, Great St. Helens, 
on the occasion of the presentation 
of a testimonial to Mr. A. M. Wartski 
in recognition of the valuable services 
he, for several years, rendered to the 
synagogue in the capacity of Financial 
Mr. DanieL Jacors, 
President of the New Synagogue, 
occupied the chair, The presentation 
took the form of a handsome silver 
épergne for flowers and an illumioated 
address. 

Dr J, SNOWMAN, the present Finan- 
cial Representative, in making the 
presentation said that, perhaps, a word 
was due from him to account for his 
having been delegated to be the mouth- 
piece of the congregation on such an 
occasion. it was intended that he should 
give the official stamp to the presenta- 
tioa and thus emphasize the fact that 
the testimonial emanated from the 
synagogue generally and from its pre- 
sent management, and was not merely 
an expression of goodwill on the part 
of Mr. Wartskis former colleagues. 
Possibly there was something appro- 
priate in the accident which po ee him 
to make the presentation, because, never having been associated with Mr. Wartski 
as a colleague, he could not do otherwise than observe the strictest impartiality. 
Che policy which Mr. A. M: Wartski endeavoured to establish during the last 
year m which he held office—the policy which determined his resignation—was 
one which in no way commended itself to him, and was one which, he was glad 
to say, time had proved to be erroneous, And the fact that notwithstanding 
those circumstances he was able to make that presentation with genuine and 
unalloyed pleasure testified to the sincerity and earnestness of all who had taken 
part in the movement, and showed that Mr. Wartski's services to the Synagogue 
had totally eclipsed any side lights that might have beencastuponit. Ata time 
when the sun of the New Synagogue had set, when its fortunes were at a low 
ebb, the United Synagogu’, which although it might be a respecter of persons, 
was not arespecter of synagogues, made overtures with a view to closing the 
building. At that time he, like many others, was a stranger to the New Syna- 
gogue, but the struggle which was evoked by the threat to close it was witnessed 
by the entire community, and the man who fought in the thick of the fight, 
whose courage appealed to all, whose proceedings commanded respect and admira- 
tion, was Mr. A. M. Wartski, whom they were assembled to honour.—( Applause.) 
To the reflective mind it would not be difficult to realise the steadfastness of 
purpose necessary to carry such efforts to a successful issue. Unless he was mis- 
taken, Mr. Wartskis motive at that time was not to preserve an idea or an ancient 
building but that he was convinced there was still a possibility of the synagogue 
fulfilling the duties and functions for which it was established. Mr. Wartski 
having successfully opposed the attempt to close the synagogue, not only was 
an act of vandalism prevented but it becamé necessary practically to create a 
new congregation. He was sure that Mr. Wartski would be the last to claim 
all the credit for the accession of strength which undoubtedly took place at that 
time ; on the contrary, he would be the first to acknowledge that in that respect 
his efforts were loyally, energetically and zealously seconded by many able and 
willing workers. But no one would venture to deny that the leading spirit 
throughout all was Mr. A. M. Wartski—( Applause). He so identified himself 
with the history and fortunes of the synagogue that it would be difficult to find 
a parallel instance in the affairs ofany other constituent synagogue, As he was 
constant in its ills so he Was )oyous In its joys. Not content with having preserved 
the synagogue to future generations he set himself to the work of maturing 
a scheme for its redecoration so as to to make it worthy of 
its position and its antecedents. That was no easy work, requiring 
neither thought nor anxiety and to be achieved whilst sitting in an armchair. 
It involved considerable self-sacrifice. Leisure which might have been devoted 
to other matters was lovingly and ungrudgingly civen to the New Synagogue 
The testimonial which was presented to Mr, A. M. Wartski on that occasion was no 
return for his services, nor was it pretended to be. His reward must be looked 
for in the synagogue itself whereit would befound. The object of the presenta- 
tion that afternoon was to express the personal esteem of the members of the 
New Synagogue and their appreciation of his services. Mr. Wartski was one of 
those who realised the claims which the community made upon personal service, 
and it was because he had satisfied and fulfilled those claims that the testimonial 
was appropriate. His service had been given mainly to synagogal work, but 
it had not been of that narrow-minded kindso characteristic of synagogal work. 
and for that reason the testimonial was significant. Certainly his efforts had 
paved the way for a successful future for the synagogue, not a future of large 
surpluses or crowded congregations at the Sabbath services, but one whose moral 
inflaence, exercised where it was most needed, might take a large, a prominent, 
an effectual part in the development and solution of that ever-pressing East 
End question, He was sorry that Mr. Wartski had chosen to stand aside when 
the work was yet unfinished. The New Synagogue and the community had need 
of men who, recognising the work that had to be done, were anxious to take 
partin it. The very existence of a congregation depended largely upon the 
resolution with which its members took part in communal life and activity, and 
he was sure that their determination to carry out that idea and act up to it 
would be more pleasing to Mr. Wartski even than the presentation which he 
had the pleasure to make on behalf of the members of the New Synagogue. Dr. 
Snowman then read the text of the address, which was as follows :—

In presentiog this testimonial to Mr. A. M. Wartcki the Board of Management and 
the seeatholders of the New Synagogue detire to express to him their keen appreciation of 
the services rendered by him to the Synagogue uring the period of his active connection 
with it. Conscious of the fact that his indefatigable endeavours on behalf of the weifare 
of the Syaagogue have greatly exceeded the ordinary duties of a Financial Representative, 
bis colleagues aud the members of the Synagogue genera'ly have felt that his retirement 
from office should not be allowed to pass without being commemorated in a suitable 
manner.

Mr. A. M. Warrsk! said that whatever doubt he might previously have 
felt as to the justification for that assembly or for the important part allotted 
to himself in the proceedings, it had been entirely removed by the eloquent 
explanatory & hof Dr. Snowman and the far too flattering address he had read. 
For he had discovered that he was possessed of qualities for which he had 
hitherto failed to give himself credit. That interesting occasion was very 
pleasant to him, but like most others in life, it bad its drawbacks, because in 
future he would be judged by the character which had jast been given him, and 
his difficulties would begin. Every author and every patting would tell them 
that it was the last chapter of a book and the last act of a play, which was the most 
difficult to prepare because it would either make or mar the earlier impression 
The idea occurred to him that he was playing his last official part in the affairs of 
the New Synagogue, that he was making his bow to ap audience which had al way « 
been kind, considerate and indulgent, and he was afraid lest he should fail to 
sustain the earlier impressions they had formed of him. When the represen. 
tatives of the congregation came to him two months since to acquaint him wit} 
the intention of the members to present him with a testimonial, he had said that 
not only was such an act entirely unlooked for, but uncalled for. In whateve, 
service he had given to the New Synagogue he had been actuated by the one 
desire to bring to a successful issue the policy he had been fortunate enough to 
initiate aud which, thanks to the al support of his colleagues, had been 


attended with results which had elicited the appreciation not alone of the 
members of the New Synagogue, but of the Honorary Officers of the United 


Synagogue, That was all the reward he expected. But that explanation failed 
to satisfy the representatives of the congregation, and therefore he suggested 
that they should give him a couple of days toconsider the matter. Even then it 
was his ddhereniantion that his reply should be of such a nature as to dissuade them 
from proceeding with the movement, but when the moment came for 
writing his reply, the idea of possessing some tangible proof of the goodwill of 
the members of the New Synagogue outweighed his better resolutions, and it 
was with a sore heart that he wrote to say that under no circumstances could he 
encourage such a movement. But the spirit in which the letter was written 
must have been recognised by those who received it, because they proceeded 
with their intentions. And frankly he was not sorry, indeed, he was very glad 
for the reason that whether the action of the members had been prompted by a 
too generous appreciation of his services or by the more —tnersondl inchnation to 
evince their friendship towards him, their gift was acceptable, and the more so 
because he knew that those had participated in it who had not always been in 
agreement with his views, and who had not always seen wisdom 1n his policy. 
Another reason was that many of his friends had urged him not to waste time 
and thought on synagogal affairs,and they prophesied that he would receive 
kicks as compensation for his work. He was glad to be able to demonstrate to 
those friends that the mantle of Elijah had not fallen upon them. The gift of 
the members of the New Synagogue was not only a valuable one, but, indeed, a 
beautiful one. It would, he hoped, adorn his table on some future happy occa- 
sions, but he could assure them that he would never know a happier and prouder 
time than the supreme moment when he learnt for the first time the nature of 
their feelings towards him.—( Cheers.) 


Mr. HERMANN LANDAU, in moving a vote of thanks to the Chairman and to 
Dr. Snowman for making the presentation. said that if he could not express him- 
self in the forcible language of Dr. Soowman, yet he could conscientiously say 
thatit was largely owing to Mr. A. M. Wartski that the New Synagogue was 
still a Jewish place of worship. The cupidity of some members of the United 
Synagogue was great enough to endeavour to convert the site into sovereigns 
and undoubtedly that desire would have been consummated had it not been for 
the resistance offered by Mr. A. M,. Wartski. 


Mr. M. Duparc, in seconding the resolution, paid a tribute of admiration to 
the admirable impromptu address delivered by Dr. Saowman, which he referre:! 
to as one of the highest character, both by reason of the sentiments it expressed 
and the beauty of the language in which they were conveyed, As a colleague o! 
Mr. A. M. Wartski on the Council of the United Synagogue he had seen how 
strenuously he fought the battle of the New Synagogue. The serried ranks of 
the Council were solidly opposed to him, but he planned his campaign, led the 
attack, and was victorious in spite of the numbers against him. It was the 
custom of some members of the Council of the United Synagogue to think only 
cf their own Synagogue, only to attend the meetings of the Council when matters 
concerning their own Synagogue were to be discussed, and to hold absolutely 
aloof from work which affected the community at large. Mr. A. M. Wartski 
was not one of those. Remembering always that he represented the New 
Synagogue, he did not forget that there was a larger community even than that 
which assembled in Great St. Helen's. 
work in connection with the East Eud Scheme, and he took as deep an interest 
in that and worked as devotedly as he had for the New Synagogue. 


Mr. J. D. Meier in supporting the resolution said that as one who had the 
greatest opportunity of seeing the extent and appreciating the value of Mr. A. 
M. Wartski's services he desired to add a leaf to the laurels that had been 
showered uponhim. The community did not lack men of wealth and capacity. 
but it did lack men who were willing to take up communal work with all their 
soul, heart and might. Mr. A. M. Wartski was an exception to the general rule 
and it was to be hoped that his services would again be exerted in communal 
work and the talents which he undoubtedly possessed in an extraordinary 
degree be utilized for the benefit of the community. 


The Rey. 8. Levy also — in support of the resolution “ out of a sense of 
mathematical proportion.” He said that where public work was concerned there 
were always those ready to undertake it when the performance would meet 
with a certain amount of publicity. The silent, unobstrusive service did not 
attract such willing workers. His knowledge of Mr, A. M. Wartski enabled him 
to endorse that much of his work which was performed beyond the public ken 
had been accomplished with as great enthusiasm and efficiency as that which 
was pursued under the gaze of the community.

Proposed Commission of Enquiry for Palestine. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


Vienna, Ocroper. 

The Colonisation Committee of the Third Basle Congress, consisting of 
twenty-four members, who were elected from all the nationalities and parties 
represented at the Congress, submitted, through their reporter (Dr. Tschlenoff) a 
number of unanimously-adopted resolutions, which were referred by the Con- 

ress to the Actions Committee in Vienna. One of the resolutions demanded 
the appointment of a Permanent Committee of eleven members, who. in agree- 
ment with the Actions Committee, would take in hand the exploration of 
Palestine from the economical, educational and legal aspects. The 
Actions Committee has now taken up this important question, In order to 
ensure co-operative action, it placed itself in communication with all the prin- 
cipal Colonisation Societies, for the purpose of carrying out a thorough explora- 
tion of Palestine. The Actions Committee estimates the cost to be 100008) 
florins, and hopesthat with common action it will be very easy to raise this sum 
for an object with which every Jew must sympathise. The mission would 
be purely scientific, and all other questions would be excluded from considera- 
tion. In this expedition experts of some celebrity would take part, such as 
agriculturists, chemists, engineers, doctors and geologists, whose knowledge 
of the different branches would be a guarantee for a strict adhesion to the plan. 
There < be no doubt that with a little goodwill this expedition can easily be 
arranged. 
he proposal could also bear good fruit in a different direction. For the 
moment co-operation only for this single object is contemplated by the Vienna 
Committee. But it must be apparent to everyone whom partisanship has not 
blinded to the general interests that the success of such co-operation would 
bring into closer touch those energetic elements, which, animated by the 
best of intentions, now work separately in Colonisation Societies and in the 
Zionist movement. Naturally the first attempt must acquire the necessary con- 
fidence, but if the party fanatics in both camps are not yet disposed to make use 
of such co-operation for the benefit of the Jewish people, help must be songht 
from without. In any case, the proposed -expedition deserves encouragement. 
In what can further co-operation consist? To what purpose can further co- 
operation be utilised? Perhaps the project for the colonisation of Cyprus would 
afford ground for.united action. There is no doubt that there are sound ideas 
in this project, and if it were taken up and carried through by Zionist Societies and 
the representatives of Zionists, it may possibly meet with striking success. 
This suggestion is only a personal one, but [ throw itout in the hope that it may 
be taken up in influential circles. 

The Actions Committee is at present occupied in carrying out the reso- 
lutions of the last Congress, especially with the promotion of the Bank and 
the improvement of the Zionist organisation. The Share Certificates are 
already in print, and will in a few weeks be in the hands of Shareholders. 
The propaganda for the Bank is being actively taken up. The dispatch of 
two propagandists to America, which the Actions Committee has decided upon, 
is chiefly in the interests of the Bank. One of these will work among the 
English speaking population, and the other among the Russians. The local 


agitation in Vienna and Austria, which has so long been neglected hy the 


Vienna Committee, is now the subject of active labour. Dr. Herzl has invited 
a number of active Zionist workers to an important meeting to be held 
to-morrow, and at which the Actions Committee will be present. Dr. Herz! 
will at this meeting ascertain the views and wishes of Zionists in Vienna, and 
advise the recently elected District Committee as to the work which devolves 
upon it. 

The Zionist novel on which Dr. Herzl is engaged, is approaching completion. 
Dr. Herzl hopes to be able to publish the work before the end of the year. Its 
title will be “ Altneulande.” It is not a so-called “State” novel, but will point 
to the events of the 1th century as a reason for the creation of an energetic and 


modern spiritual communal existence, 


Anti-Semitism in Vienna. 


On Tuesday evening the Anti-Semitic Verein in Vienna held a public 

meeting in one of the largest halls in the city. Dr. Lueger, the Burgomaster. 
attended the meeting. Herr Steiner, a member of the Reichsrath, declared that 
up to the present he had given little attention to the religious ques. 
tions connected with politics. He had, however, now decided to 
take them up energetically. The Dreyfus affair, together with the ritual 
murder case at Polna and certain statements in the municipal council showing 
the evil done to the Christian population by the Jews, had thoroughly 
convinced him. The struggle must be taken up on all sides. Dr 
Lueger, who also spoke, complained that the electoral system carried through 
the provincial Diet of Lower Austria by the anti-Semitic majority had not been 
—- and ended by expressing a hope that they would be able to finda 
remedy. 
The electoral reform referred to by Dr. Lueger, says the 7) -* correspondent 
in Vienna, was a jerrymandering measure calculated to reduce considerably the 
vote of certain classes op to the anti-Semitic majority in the Diet, and 
generally to confirm and extend that party's lease of power. It was, however, 
so obviously unfair and one-sided that even the late Thun Ministry, notwith- 
standing its strong Clerical and anti-Semitic leanings, did not apparently feel 
justified in submitting it for the Imperial sanction. 


Proposed Yiddish Theatre.—On the site of Wonderland, Whitechapel, 
is to be erected a new theatre. Mr. Woolf, who is to be the Managing Director, 
proposes to devote several evenings in the week to the production of Yiddish 
plays. The new play-house is specially to cater for East End Jews. 

Mr. H. H. Raphae!l.—Mr. Herbert H. Raphael writes es of the 
failure by the leader of the Irish Party in the House of Commons (Mr. Dillon), 
to disown the treasonable speeches recently made in Ireland by his followers. 
He states that he has been for ten years an advocate of Home Rule for Ireland, 
believing that the loyal co-operation of the Liberal Party in satisfaction of the 
real and sentimental wrongs of Ireland would heal al! sores of the past. In the 
circumstances he expresses his conviction that he has hitherto misjudged the 
a and declares that in future he must be strenuous in his resistance to 

ome Rule. 


The Maiden Lane Synagogue.—Mr. Henri de Solla writes: S:x,—Mr. 
Lewis Melville, in his life of Thackeray, is entirely mistaken as to the site of 
the above synagogue having been formerly occupied by the “Cyder Cellars.” 
As far back as 1847 I was engaged as a solo boy by Mr, Baker (Mrs, William 
Rhodes’ manager), and regularly visited the synagogue, which stood next door, 
and was then under the Wardenship of Mr. Hoffman. As to the celebrities 
who visited the “Cyder Cellars,” it may be interesting to relate, that I saw 
not only Thackeray, but also Charles Dickens, Disraeli, Dr. Maguire, and 
Napoleon the Third (before he became President of the French Republic), almost 
every evening. The “ Cole Hole” was also open under the presidency of Baron 
Nicholson, on the site on which Terry's Theatre was built.

MEETING AT BIRMINGHAM. 


A meeting of the Beni Zion Association, Birmingbam Branch, was beld on 
Sunday evening last, in the large Schoolroom, Singers Hill, Birmingbam. Mr. 
M. L. Dicur, President of the local Branch, occupied the chair, and he was 
accompanied on the platform by Sir Francis Montefiore, Messrs. Herbert 
Bentwich, Joseph Cowen, J. de Haas, D. Wolffe. L. A. Dieht and 8. Leaace and 
delegates from Manchester and Belfast. A number of supporters of the 
Chovevi Zion Association, including the Rev. G. J. Emanuel. Mesrrs. H. Davis. 
S. M. Levi, B. Goodman and M. Berlyn, attended the meeting. Apologies for 
absence were received from delegates and members of the Sheffield. Leeds. 
Hull, Grimsby, Manchester and London Branches. Mr. L. J. Greenberg wrote 
expressing the hope that Singer's Hill would be to Zionism what Newhall Hill 
was to Free Trade. 


The CHairnMan having welcomed the visitors, explained that the meeting had 
been summoned to make known to the Jews of Birmingham Zionism as promul. 
gated by the English Zionist Federation working under the leadership of Dr. 
Theodor Herz!. All Jews were agreed that it would be well if their persecated 
brethren could be transplanted undera proper and legalised title to the land 
which was theirs by inheritance and right. The only difference was as to the 
method of bringing this to a successful issue. There were difficulties to be 
overcome, but their motto should be .“ Forward. It was a direct command 
from ‘he Almighty. who said to our great law-giver, “Speak to the Children of 
Israel that they may go forward.” If they went forward in the belief of God's 
promises vouchsafed to them, they would certainly see all their post ends fal 
filled.—( Applause ) 


Sir Frixcis Monteriore, who had a very cordial reception, dealt 
with the objects of the bt ederation and replied oO some of the ob ectiona 
brought swainst the cause. He denied the truth of the assertion that the 
Jewish Colonial Trust was likely to bring ruin on thousands of Jews. The 
Trust was being well and efficiently managed, and though it was something 
higher than a mere money-making machine he believed that it would be most 
successful from a pecaniary point of view. It bad been said that Zionism was 
calculated to create strife m Turkey, but it wonld have an exactly opposite 
effect, for it had for ite chief ol ect the obtaining of a charter which would 
grant legal safeguards. Without these it was impossible to form colonies in 
Palestine on a reliable or self-supporting basis. (nae of the great objects of 
Zionism was to afford a measure of help and relief to our unfortunate brethren 
whose lives were rendered miserable by the bratality with which they were 
treated. ‘(ine great reason why Zionwm had received so much support was that 
it appealed to the heart as well as to the head, ~The wonderful progress that 
the cause had been making was a happy augury of its futare triumph. The 
scorn apd derision of their detractors had now changed to abuse and calumny, 
showing that they recognised that they were a strong and growing power. The 
movement was one which was sure to succeed and waa well worthy of support 
Sir Francis concluded by uttering a word of warning to avoid internal dissension 


Mr, Herere? Benrwicn said that be did not think that there was mach 
difference between them and other Zicnmts. The policy of others was parochial, 
a policy of almegiving, whilst theirs was a national policy. He had no hope that 
the progress of civilisation in Russia would be a means of alleviation to distant 
generations of Russian Jews from their lot.

Mr. Bentwich 
had said that there were only two ways open to Jews, one to work and to 
strive for the return to the Holy Land aad to become a nation, and. the 
other to disappear among the naticns. He (Mr. Emasuel) conten led that there 
was another road open—by being a missionary people (but not in the way that 
Mr. ©. J. Simon would have it), showing an example to all the nations which 
would cause us to be understood to be a great people, and in time we should 
return to our own land, not by political intrigues bat by the good willof the 
nations. If they succeeded in obtaining legal guarantees, in what way woald 
they enforce them when necesrary ’ 


Mr. J. Cowen said he was of opinion that Jews were persecated more for 
their good qualities than for their bad. Anti-Semitism came from the 
uncultured. The third road open to Jews mentioned by the rev. gentleman, 
that of example of virtue, might answer very well in Birmingham, but it would 
not do in Russia and in Galicia. He claimed that we had more right to bea 
nation than many of the mushroom nations of the present day. 


A mis-quotation of the Rev. G.J. Emanuel’s words by Mr. Cowen brought 
forth a correction from that gentleman, which, however, was not accepted, and, 
for a few minutes, the tranquillity of the meeting was threatened,

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The Alleged ‘‘ Ritual Murder” in Bohemia. 


FORTHCOMING INTERPELLATIONS IN THE AUSTRIAN 
PARLIAMENT, 


OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
Vrenva. OcTORER 22ND, 


The “ blood accusation” has nowreached the Austrian Chamber of Deputies. 
For the moment only interpellations have been read out in the Parliament 
without any debate having ensued. If, however, the Government answers these 
interpellations then we shall have a Jewish debate such as has never before 
taken place in Austria, steeped as it is in anti-Semitism. The anti-Semitic papers 
are obliged, even with the connivance of the authorities, to suppress many 
things which members of Parliament, under the protection of their immunity, 
dare to say without fear of punishment. But. as the debates in Parliament, if 
stenographically reported, may be reprodaced in the newspapers without fear 
of confiscation, the Jews in Austria may anticipate the vilest charges and the 
most dreadful calumnies. We have already had a foretaste in the three inter- 
pellations which have been sent in on the P’olna murder. It is to be regretted 
that space will not permit me to give you the entire text of these interpella. 
tions, for your readers would then be able to see what we Austrian Jews have 
to expect when the sphere of influence of the anti-Semites becomes still wider 
than it ie as present. Of this there is every prospect. 

It is well known that after a long adjournment the Austrian Parliament has 
again assembled, with the Cabinet of Count Thun replaced by the Clary Ministry, 
which has repealed all the orders in favour of the Czechs respecting language 
that were so strongly fought by the Germans. On the opening of Parlia- 
ment all the Jewish Deputies, with the exception of the Social Democrat, 
br. Verkanf, handed in an interpellation on the Polna murder and 
trial, which was supported by nearly all the Polish Deputies. The 
German. Czech, South Slavonian and Ruthenian members, as well as the Social 
Democrats, did not sign the interpellation. It was only supported by the 
Polish Club, because the majority of the Polish members depend on the votes 
of ‘the Jews, and in the event of their refusal to sign they would jeopardise 
their elections. The interpellation sets forth that during recent months the 

false and frightful accusation has been systematically spread that the Jews use 
Christian blood for ritual purposes. The chance that a Jew was accused of murder 
was misused by the enemies of the Jews from the very beginning of the inquiry 
until the trial to inventthe suggestion that it was a case of ritual murder, At 
the trial the Crown Prosecutor, the representative of the State and of public 
morals and the law, very carefully, but still clearly, spoke of the well-known 
motive for the murder and thereby confirmed the admission of the “blood 
accusation.” Even the President of the Court did not intervene when Dr. 
Baxa, counsel for the mother of the victim, publcly declared that the murder 
was committed for ritual purposes. This attitude of the Court gave an 
aspect of justification for the ritual charge which tends to injure the Jews 
in their most sacred feelings and to subject them to hatred and contempt. 

The interpellation mentions the Papal Bulls, the reseripts of high princes 
of the Church, and the edicts of various Bohemian and Polish Kings who 
strongly denounced the baseless “ blood accusation ” and threatened, with severe 
punishment, those who made it. The interpellants then point out the 
extraordinary connivance of the Government authoriti sin the daily Increasing 
agitation for the propagation of the blood fable and for the vilitication of the 
Jews, and they conclude by putting the following question Is his Excellency 
the Minister of Justice acquainted with this sad state of affairs, and what steps 
does he propose to take to remedy it as speedily as possible 

This interpellation gave the signal for a very lively press campaign in the 
anti-Semitic camp. But as the intervention of the Censor was feared, it was 
decided that the most violent accusations should be left to members of Parlia.- 
ment to be brought forward by them in the Chamber, so that they might later 
on be circulated in all security in the press, In the very next sitting of the 
Chamber, three of the most notorious anti-Semites—Bielohlawek, Schneider 
and Professor Schlesinger—gave notice of interpellations, which are of unusual 
length. The length is explained by the fact that in reality the interpellations 
were newspaper articles, which it was sought in this way to bring to the notice 
of the people. 

Schneider asks the Minister of Justice to arrest the accomplices (') of 
Liiilaner. As such he names Dr. Goldberger, Rabbi of Polna, the Jews Basch 
and Graf, Fried and Aufrecht in Polna, and Kiirzweil, the former Shochet at 
Goltsch-Jenikau, a small town near Polna. The entire anti-Semitic tactics 
are revealed in the inclusion of the Rabbi of Polna, At any cost the Christian 
people must be made to believe in the “ritual murder”; and to this 
end the Rabbi and the Shochet had to be denounced as accom. 
plices. The Rabbi is accused of having summoned the accomplices’ of 
Hiilsner to a conference, at which he handed them a parcel, containing a 
yessel of a holding capacity of six litres (in which to collect blood '), and it is 
further alleged that the authorities seized a glass bottle, sent by the Shochet 
Kirzweil to the Rabbi, and containing a number of reddish brown globules 
which to all appearances were made of blood! The contents of the bottle had 
been, so it is stated, sent to Prague for analysis, but the result was not yet 
known. Schneider declares his readiness to bring forward witnesses who wil] 
ewear to the truth of these charges. Although the Rabbi of Polna had 
emphatically denied all these accusations in newspapers which are not anti- 
Semitic, and had proved them to be as false as they are ridiculous, they are now 
artistically blended with minor matters which cannot be disproved. 

The interpellation of Schneider and Bielohlawek accuses the jxge 
instruction at Polna of partiality, because he did not immediately order the 
arrest of Hiilaner and other suspected Jews, and because he 
searched the home of the mother of the murdered girl, seeing that it was 
im ible for a Christian mother and brother to have killed a beloved child 
and sister to satisfy their avarice. The reason why it was sought to prove the 
mother a murderess was in order to prevent her Counsel (Dr. Baxa) from 
examining the depositions and so hush up the affair. In this interpellation men- 
tion is also made of the bottles with the globules made from blood, It is 
maintained that the Jews use these globules “at circumcisions, for the 

paration of Matzos, at weddings, on the %th of Ab, on Purim, and as an 
atonement for dying coreligionists,” It is almost incredible, but all this nonsense

is to be found in the interpellation, and is naturally reproduced én ertenss in the 
whole anti-Semitic, German, Czech, and Polish press, 

The third interpellation, that of Schlesinger and his associates, asks for 
statistics of the immoveable property owned by Christians and Jews at the end 
of the 19th century and fifty years ago. [he interpellants complain of the 
ever-growing power of the Jews, who not only subjugate Christianity in its 
material interests, but also revile the holy Catholic religion and its founders. 
Then follow some shocking blasphemies which, apparently, are contained ip 
secret Jewish books. The work of Houston Stewart Chamberlain, “The 
Foundations of the 19th Century,” is mentioned as the source from which many 
of these charges are taken. The conclusion is arrived at that on all these 
grounds the Jews perpetrated the Polna murder for ritual purposes. 

So far has the shameful anti-Semitic agitation already progressed. And 
as yet not one Christian of prominence has uttered a single word in protest, In 
my next letter I will show to what practical account the people turn these 
matters. 

The state of affairs has moved Dr. Stern, Vice-President of the Jewish 
community in this city, who has devoted his entire life to the interests of Jews 
and Judaism, to convene here a meeting of the Austrian Federation of Jewish 
Congregations (Oesterreichischen Israelitischen Gemeindebund), which was 
called into existence some time back, but has ever since been in a state of 
slamber. The principal motive for this meeting is the ever increasing agitation 
against the Jews resulting from the Polna murder. It is greatly to be feared 
that the coming debates in Parliament will give rise to further sanguinary 
excesses, I doubt whether the meeting of the Gemeindebund will achieve more 
than a suspension of hostilities. 

The “ ritual murder ” fable is «preading like a contagion. The other day at 
Cracow two women, who were accompanied by a child, made some purchases in 
a shop kept by a Jew. Shortly after they left one of them returned, and demanded 
her child, which she said had disappeared. In vain did the Jewdeclare that she 
had gone with her mother.. The woman, whose mind had perbaps been led astray 
by the anti-Semitic tirades which daily fill the press, cried out that the Jew had 
killed her daughter. A mob soon surrounded the shop, whom the police were 
powerless to disperse. Just in the nick of time news came that the child 
had returned home. Nevertheless everybody now avoids the shop, and 
its owner is ruined. Another incident occurred, not in Austria this time, 
but in Breslau. A woman, who saw a Jew leading a fair child by the hand in 
the street, exclaimed that he had stolen the girl to kill her for ritual purposes 
The man was taken to the police-station, where it was proved that the child was 
his own. He had to be conveyed home under police protection.

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Reconsecration of the Yarmouth 


INTERESTING CEREMONY. 


Synagogue. 


The Chief Rabbi visited Yarmouth on Sunday last and reconsecrated the 
Synagogue situate in Row 42 (knownalso as “Jews Row ')—between (reorge 
Street and Howard Street. Thecircumstances which led to the ceremony were 
explained in the Jewran Curosxicce of the Sth ult, and the Chief Rabbi in bis 
Sermon on the occasion. also briefly alluded to the past history of the congre- 
gation. The present building dates from 1847, but there was a Jewish 
congregation at Yarmouth antecedently to that year, though little is known of its 
history. The Service on Sunday marks a resuscitation, for the congregation 
became moribund a generation ago, though the Synagogue was occasionaliv used 
for divine service: one of these occasions was sixteen years ago (about 15*)). 
when the late Chief Rabbi was staying with his family at Yarmouth. 
Minyan has been held for about ten years past in the house of Mr. A. Goldstone. 
who has made every endeavour to revive the congregation. The actual revival 
was, however, chiefly due to Mr. L. Harrison, who came to reside at Yarmouth 
last December and had formerly held clerical positions at Norwich and Dunedin, 
New Zealand. Possession was obtained of the old synagogue, which bad been 
diverted to the purposes of a mission ball ; a Chazan and Shochet (the Rev. 5. 
Pearlstein, of Exeter) was engeved, and the place of worship reconstituted as a 
synagogue. The building is a very humble structure of limited capacity ; it 1s 
wobably the smallest synagogue in England, its. entire seating accommodation 
ow. lirnited to about Th worshippers. The repurchase of the synagoune and the 
minister's house adjoining and their renovation will cost about £:4), towards 
which only abont £'") bas yet been collected. 

The honour of “opening” the synagogue was conferred upon Mr. A. B. 
SAi.MEN, whose disinterested services to the revived congregation are beyond all 
praise, Lle was presented with a gold key of handsome design (designed and 
made by Mr. Maizles, High Street, Aldgate) on which was inscribed : “ Pre- 
sented to A. B. Salmen, Esq. ; 22nd October, 5660—1899.". The Chief Rabbi, 
Mr Salmen and the Rev. N. Lipman were the guests of Mr. A. Goldstone, 
President of the congregation, during their stay in Yarmouth, ‘The Secretary, 
Mr. Jones, is the only remnant of the old congregation, and to him was also 
properly confided (at Dr. Adler's request) a prominent part in the service. On 
Sunday morning, the Chief Rabbi examined the children attending the Hebrew 
and Religion Ciasses. Prizes were given by Mr. Salmen. 

The Service was commenced at three o'clock by the Chief Rabbi, the Rev 
N. Lipman, Mr. A.B Salmen and Mr. 8. H. Harrison (Treasurer of the Norwich 
Synagogue) bringing the Scrolis to the door, where Mr. L. J. Harrison, on 
behalf of the congregation, presented the key to Mr. Salmen. He vaid that it 
afforded him a double pleasure in doing so: first. that:although from the 
moment he settled in Yarmouth he anticipated that a synagogue would be 
established, he did not think it would be realised in so short a time; secondly, 
because he had to present it to a gentleman of whom he could not. find 
sutheient words to express the praixe due to him. At one time it seemed 
to him that all his labours would be thrown away, and they would have been 
if it had not been for Mr. Salmen, who came forward and assisted bim with 
counsel and pecuniary assistance, and was ihe means of accomplishing so 
arduous a task. In conclusion, he hoped that Yarmouth would continue to 
prosper, and that the good feeling existing between the Christians and Jews 
would continue. Mr. Salmen, in afew well-chosen words, thanked the Yarmouth 
people for the honour conf: rred upon him

SERMON. 

Weread the following words in Genesis xiii., vv. 34: “And Abram went on 
his journeys from the South even to Bethel, unto the place where his tent had 
been at the beginning, between Bethe! and Hai: Unto the place of the altar, 
which be bad made there at the first : and there Abram called on the name of 
the Lord.’ My dear brethren, Since I entered upon the ministerial office I have 
c. lebrated more than three score consecrations of synagogues. 
aver, that at none of these ceremonials have I officiated with keener satisfaction 
than at the present, and for the following reason. We constitute but a small 
proportion of the population of the United Kingdom. It is, therefore, inevitable 
that in the smaller provincial towns the number of Jewish residents should 
greatly fluctuate. Hebrew congregations are formed ; as arule they prosper and 
increase, but in some instances they decline and dwindle away. The members 
remove to other towns. (Greater and greater difficulty is experienced in main- 

_ taining the synagogue, until at last, with great reluctance and a heavy heart, its 
gates are closed. It was so with the Yarmouth congregation, The number of 
Jewish residents here has at no period been considerable. Yet they have always 
been animated with religious zeal. From the investigations into the early history 
of this congregation® it appears that a place of worship existed here even before 
the erection of this synagogue in 1847. The rearing of this building in this, the 
Jews’ or Synagogue Row, evidences the gladsome spirit of sacrifice which 
prompted the Jewish residents, barely fifty in number. But the founders died, 
and were not replaced by new arrivals. Divine service could not be held for 
lack of worshippers. And | well remember one of the rare occasions when the 
synagogue was opened, during the month of Ab. 1883. when my father. > ¥?. and 
several members of our family resided at this healthful seaside resort. Since 
that date this temple of prayer was not opened for public worship, and was 
turned to other uses. 

But recently the gladsome tidings reached me that some of my brethren 
had determined to settle here, and were anxious to meet for prayer. These 
tidings were very pleasant to me, for there was a prospect that this house would 
be devoted again to its original purpose, and that facilities for public worship 
would be given to our brethren who come here during the months of summer 
seeking health and rest. | was extremely anxious that you should regain 

ion of this building, albeit it is small, and not conveniently situated. 
‘or I thought that you could not follow a better and more illustrious example 
than that of Abraham, touching whom, we are told, that when he went on bis 
journeys from the South, and he came unto the place where his tent had been 
at the beginning, “ he went unto the place of the altar, which he had made there 
at the first, and then Abram called on the name of the Lord,” The altar had 
become endeared to him as the place where he had felt nearer to God on high, 
where he had weaned some indwellers of the land from their idol-worship 
where he had won sculs for (iod, where he and the members of his household 
bad been strengthened in their allegiance to the one and everlasting God, Our 
teachers, therefore, justly say that Abrabam termed the sanctuary where he 
worshipped the Deity “ a mountain,” inasmuch as there he felt himself lifted up 
high above the petty cares and narrow frets of earth. And to you, also, this 
bumble structure is invested with tender and sacred associations, as you call to 
mind that your brethren who have gone to their rest here poured out their grief 
and sorrow before the Lord and offered their sacrifice of thanksgiving on joyous 
Sabbaths and days of rejoicing. 
Nay, I claim that the revival of this congregation is of historic interest. 
East Anglia, during the pre-expulsion days, was the portion of the kingdom

most largely inhabited by Jews. Norwich and Edmondsbury, Cambridge and 
Bungay were by no means insignificant centres of Jewish life. Archwological 
investigations have enabled us to define precisely the position of the synagogue in 
some of these towns. A bronze ewer with a Hebrew inscription, probably used by 
the Cohanim before the Duchan, which was one of the treasures at the Anglo. 
Jewish Exhibition, was discovered in a brook in Suffolk, and is the sole relic of 
the synagogue worship of those days. I may, therefore, fitly apply to you the 
words spoken of Abrabam, that you have come unto the place where your tent 
had been at the beginning. And with reference to you who have been zealous 
in this pious work of restoration, I me. justly cite the Biblical phrase : “ That 
you have built the old waste places. Ye shall be called, the repairers of the 
reach, the restorer of paths to dwell in.” 

But this truth I must earnestly impress upon you, that your task has been 
merely begun. It is not sufficient to have repaired and restored this shrine. 
You must feel it alike your duty and your privilege to call here upon the name 
of the Lord. You met be guilty of an act of deception if you proclaim to the 
world that the Yarmouth Synagogue has been re-opened, and, thereafter, abstain 
from entering it on Sabbaths and festivals. You must come here to call upon 
the name of the Lord, to acknowledge Him as the giver of life, on whose favour 
and mercy you depend for every breath you draw, for every blessing you 
enjoy. And you must prove by your demeanour, by your devout attitude, by 
your abstaining from the idle stare and frivolous chatter, by your refraining 
from every thing that tends to irreverence that you are entirely and thoroughly 
impressed by the solemnity of the task in which you are a Sbecaiee 

Bat you would be committing the gravest possible error, if you imagined that 
synagogue-going constitutes the.end-all and be-all of Judaism. ur great fore: 
father did not confine his acts of piety to the altar at which he prayed. The 
scripture narrative amply proves that his several acts of Divine Worship 
served but as a preparation and an incentive to a diligent and energetic life, 
rich in deeds of virtue and self-sacrifice. In the striking words of an ancient 
Rabbi: “ Every step, every act in the career of the patriarch was like unto that 
of a man who goes bis way from his dwelling to the House of God.” His heart 
was ever lifted up to the Highest. The dust of low, earthly and material 
thoughts did not cleave to him; he was uniformly inspired by a single-minded 
desire to do honour to his God and his faith. 

Let me illustrate this by a few instructive incidents in his life. In the 
passage immediately following upon our text it is recorded: “ And there was a 
strife between the herdmen of Abram’s cattle and the herdmen of Lot's cattle, 
and the Canaanite and Perizzite dwelled there in the land. And Abram said 
unto Lot, Let there be no strife, I pray thee, between us and thee, and between 
my herdmen and thy herdmen, for we be brethren.” And although he is the 
elder, the chieftain, he is quite prepared to yield up every advantage, so that the 
bond of friendship knitting him to his kinsman be not destroyed. This is the 
example I would bid you follow. Ye are but a handful as compared with the 
population of this town. Let there be no differences, no disunion of hearts, no 
ill-will, no wrangling among the members of thiscommunion. Remember, “ the 
Canaanites and Perizzites are in the land,’ Your words and acts are carefully 
conned and scrutinised by your fellow-townsmen. Should, unhappily, there be 
any strife among you, it will be justly-said, Are these the people who assume to 
be the chosen of the Lord, they who evince so unloving, so litigious a disposi- 
tion’ Hearken to the lesson which is deduced by the Talmud from this episode 
“ If two contend together, he that is the first to hold his peace, he that 1s readiest 
to yield, proves himself-to bea true and worthy descendant of Abraham, the 
beloved of God.” .Earnestly and fervently do I pray that He whose name rests 
upon this house may cause love and brotherhood, peace and good-fellowship, to 
prevail in your midst. 

And some other traits in Abraham's character let me commend to you for 
imitation. In last week's lesson we read the account of one of ‘the earliest 
recorded wars in the world’s history. The patriarch learns that his kinsman 
has been taken captive. We are told that he armed his trained servants, or 


as we should term it in modern parlance, he called out his re- 
serves, he pursued the enemy and rescued his nephew Lot. The 
King of Sodom offered him a share of the spoil. But he declares, 


“I have lifted up mine hand unto the Lord, the most High God, the possessor 
of heaven and earth, that I will not take from a thread even unto ashoe latchet, 
that | will not take anything that is thine.” This same disinterestedness, this 
same integrity, this sense of honour should mirk your dealings with your neigh- 
bours. Let me beseech you to shun every approach to falsehood, trickery, deceit 
and chicanery in your commercial intercourse. He that is guilty of enriching 
himself by taking advantage of his customer's ignorance, by the false weight 
and measure, by charging a usurious rate of interest, by misrepresentation, is an 
altogether unworthy descendant of Abraham, is not a true son of Israel. 

And further. We read yesterday that the Lord was about to bestow the 
supremest distinction upon the patriarch which mortal man canenjoy. He will 
declare unto his faithful servant his purpose touching the doomed cities of the 
plain. And we are told why the Lord considered him worthy of this precious 
privilege. “For | have set my love on him, because he will command his 
children and his household after him that they shall keep the way of the Lord 
to do justice and judgment.’ These words tell you that you cannot hope to 
win the favour of God unlessyou make the moral training of your children your 
first care and view their religious instruction as the supremest obligation 
devolving upon you. It is my most ardent hope that you will make adequate 
provision here for baving your sons and daughters educated, as Jews and 
Jewesses should be educated, to understand the language of the Bible and the 
Prayer-book, and to practise with intelligence the ordinances of our faith. 
Fathers and mothers, aid the efforts of your teachers by your good example 
within and without your homes. What richer satisfaction can parents en)oy 
than to know that, when they have gone to their rest, their children will cling 
to their faith with loyalty and zeal, that they will with earnestness and enthu- 
siasm call upon the name of the Lord, the everlasting God, and thus do their 
share towards working out the design of Providence, to preserve the immortality 
of our race and faith | 

One word, ere I conclude, on the duty of the hour. The members of tie 
congregation have come to the wise resolution to make an effort to purchase the 
synagogue and the adjoining minister's residence, so as to preclude the 
possibility of this building ever being again alienated from its sacred purpose. 
The expense hereof, including the cost of the needful repairs which have + en 
effected in connection with the work of restoration amounts to about £354). to 
which the residents, the majority of whom are working men, have cont: 
buted £&). Itis 2arnestly hoped that our friends who hail from neighbouring 
congregations, and especially residents in the Metropolis, who visit 
Yarmouth to enjoy its health-laden breezes, will aid you in this work, 
so that generations yet unborn may be enabled to come here unto the place of 
the altar, which has been made at the first, to call on the name of the Lord.

Proposed New Synagogue in Glasgow.

HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE COMMUNITY BY BAILLIE SIMONS. 


A meeting of members of the Jewish community in Glasgow (which now 
numbers probably 8,000 souls) was held on Sunday in the Grand National Halls, 


Main Street, Gorbals, for the purpose of taking steps towards the erection of a 


large place of worship on the south side of the river. There was a numerous 
attendance. Ex-Bailie Simons presided, and amongst others on the platform 
were the Revs. E. P. Phillips and J. Levine, Garnethill Synagogue ; Messrs. J. 
Frankenburg, President ; A. Schoenfeld, Treasurer ; and J. Pinto, Hon. Secretary 
of the United Synagogue of Glasgow. 


Mr, E. Hyman moved, and Mr. A. BARNErr seconded : 


That in view of the large Jewish population on the South Side, and the present very 
inadequate synagogue accommodation, it is imperative that immediate steps be 
taken to remedy that deficiency. 


The CHAIRMAN, speaking in support, gave an historical sketch of the syna- 
gogues in Glasgow. e feared he must be getting an old man, for he remem- 
bered when the interments of the Jewish people here took place in the 
Necropolis, and he had lived to see the filling-up of the ground 
at Janefield, and the purchase of a large piece of ground sufficient 

to supply the requirements in that direction. His first recollection 
went back to a synagogue in the Post Office Close in the Tron- 
gate. The next move was made to the corner of Howard Street and 
Jamaica Street, the top flat of the building in which Lipton’s establishment is 
situated. After that it was thought a great achievement when they purchased 
for £1,000 a building at the corner of George Street and John Street, and con- 
verted it into a synagogue, The requirements of the community, however, 
~ ee outgrew that accommodation, and when Anderson's University (now the 
echnical College) wanted extension, the congregation was a willing seller in 
order that it might profit by getting rid of the property with a good margin on 
the right side, and so enter upon a new venture in connection with synagogue 
accommodation. The present site where the synagogue now stands at Garnet 
Hill was acquired, and at the time was considered ample for the community for 
many years tocome. However, the promoters did not reckon with the Russian 
nee prea which drove many Russian Jews to these shores, and now they 
ound themselves under the strenuous necessity of building a creditable place of 
worship for the accommodation of their unfortunate brethren who had located 
themselves on the South Side, 


The Rev, E, P, PutLLips also supported the resolution, which was adopted 
unanimously. 


Mr, J. SAMUELS then moved :— 


That the site situated in Portland Street, being in every respect suitable, be acquired, 
and that this meeting binds itself to do ita utmost to raise the necessary funds for 
the acquisition of the same, and the building thereon of a suitable synagcgue with 
the necessary accessories, including Committee-rooms, echoo! accommodation, &c. 


Mr. B. PuiLiips seconded, and the resolution was adopted unanimously. 


On the motion of Mr. WInenpers, seconded by Mr. Narratin, it was 
resolved that a Canvassing Committee, with power to add to their number, be 
appointed to collect funds for the purpose already approved of by the meeting 


An Executive Committee was appointed, with Mr. J. Pinto and Mr, E. 
Hyman as Hon. Treasurers, and the Rev. E. P, Phillips as Hon. Secretary. 


Synagogue for West Ham. 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 


The Jewish CHRONICLE has occasionally recorded activity in religious 
matters in the outlying districts of London. Inthe eastern suburb of London, 
topographically described as West Ham, which comprises such residential dis- 
tricts as Forest Gate, Stratford, Upton Park, East Ham, ete., a body of zealous 
workers have for the past few years banded themselves together, and held 
services on the principal holidays. For this purpose a hall was engaged tem- 
porarily. But the Jewish population gradually increased, and although the 
area covered is wide there are now residing a large number of our 
brethren in the district. The religious education of the children has not been 
neglected, and for some time past systematic instruction has been imparted to 
mond a competent teacher, under the auspices of the Religious Education 

ard. 

It has been the ambition of those gentlemen most actively interested in the 
work to have a permanent and regular place of worship and schools for the 
children under one roof. That ambition has now been realised. Without 
appealing for assistance to anybody, the West Ham Hebrew Congregation will 
soon be able to boast of the possession of a Synagogue and Religion Classes, At 
a meeting held on Monday last, at which Messrs. 8. Weber (President), E. H. 
Cohen (Treasurer), and Norden, H. Samuels, L. Harris, F. L. Cohen, J. Freeman, 
S. Hyman, E. Samson (Hon. Sec.), and several others were present, it was 
decided that power should be given to a Committee to secure a |uilding for a 
Synagogue and religion classes. The following gifts were at once promised : 
Sepher Torah (Mr. L. Harris), Ark and reading desk (Mr. S. Weber), perpetual 
lamp, in memory of his wife (Mr. E. Samson), bells (Mr. L. Norden), Yod and 
mantles (Mr. E. H, Cohen). 

The Committee have taken, under an agreement, a commodious house and 
buildings, known as No. 5, Windsor Road, Forest Gate. It is situated in the 
most select and central position of the district, and steps are immediately to be 
taken for the necessary arrangements for the establishment of the Synagogue 
under the auspices of the West Ham Hebrew Congregation.

East Ham and Manor Park Congregation. 


GENEROUS SUPPORT FROM CHRISTIANS. 


A considerable number of Jewish families formerly living in Whitechapel 
and Spitalfields having migrated to East Ham, Manor Park, Barking, and Ilford, 
a congregation with the above name has been formed. Hitherto services have 
been conducted at 17, Carlyle Road, Manor Park, bat now arrangements have 
been made whereby the Rev. 8. C. Burns, the Rector of St. Saviour’s, Manor 
Park, has agreed to sell to the new congregation his own church in the Carlyle 
Road, including the pews, ete., and freehold ground, for what is practically a 
nominal sum. Besides this the rev. gentleman has given a donation of fifteen 
guineas. It is expected that the synagogue will be ready for consecration by 
Chanucah, No public appeal is contemplated, as the Committee hope to raise 
the sum required, and the necessary alterations are to be carried out by several 
gentlemen of the congregation who are buildera and decorators. It is pleasing 
to record the part that the non-Jewish population of Manor Park are heartily 
co-operating, and a number of them have given or promised handsome 
decorations. The Religion Classes, which will be in fall swing 
within a week or so, are under the superintendence of the Rev. 
8S. Wolman, who will impart instraction in Eaglish ander the Chief Rabbi's 
code. A Jewish butcher has also been induced to settle in the neigh- 
bourhood. On Sunday last the Chinuch of a Sepher Torah, presented by Mr. 
S. Hart, took place at the Vestry Hall, Carlyle Road, where services were held 
during the last High Festivals. There wasa very large attendance of ladies 
and gentlemen, including some non-Jewish friends.

GERMANY. 


The Emperor of Japan is represented in Borlin by a Consal-General, whois 
a Jew, Herr Karl Wollfsohn. His Majesty has just conferred on the Consal- 
Greneral the Japanese Order. 

The Jewish banker, Ernst Kutznitzky of Kattowitz, has received from the 
Tsar the title of Imperial Russian Councillor in recognition of his services to 
finance and commerce. This title confers on the holder the mght to wear a 
Russian uniform and to participate in Russian Court festivities, 

On Sunday last, Sanit terath Dr. Neumann, City Councillor of Berlin, and 
President of the (;erman Section of the Alliance Israclite U niverselle, celebrated 
his 40th birthday. 

Among the Firemen of Berlin who received decorations for conspicuous 
bravery was one named Femberg, the only Jewish member of the Fire Brigade. 
He has already served twenty-five years. 

Dr. Gustave Karpeles, the well-known “ Heine” writer, is about to publish 
a new book dealing with the poet. Besides a number of capital illustrations, it 
will contain new facts concerning Heines youth and his relationship to German 
and is poets. Dr. Karpeles has,up to the present, written the best “ life’ 
of Heine. 


INDIA. 


Mr. E. Arrakie Cohen, who passed the M.A. examination in Hebrew last 
year, and who is now in Rangoon, iatends leaving for England shortly to stady 
for the Bar. 

A number of Jewish ladies and gentlemen belonging to some of the leading 
families in Calcutta were staying at Darjeeling during the recent disaster, but 
all of them are safe. One lady, Mrs. Howard, hada very narrow escape. Her 
house was swept away by the landslips, but she was extricated from the débris 
by a servant. 

WESTERN AUSTRALIA. 


A correspondent writes from Kalgoorlie: Services were held here on the 
New Year and Day of Atonement, the Municipal Council of Kalgoorlie kindly 
lending their Council! Chamber for the purpose.’ There was a good attendance, 
nearly fifty persons being present. The Rev. Mr. Freedman, sen., of Perth, 
conducted the services, and veneral satisfaction. A ffaire in our community 
have not made very great strides during the last twelve months, and this i 
mainly owing to the population of the Goldfields being a migratory one. Appli- 
cation was made to the Government for a plot of land to build a suitable synagogue, 
hut it was not so successful as we hoped for, as the (rovernment gave us the option 
of taking up an area that was altogether unfit, or none at all. However a Com- 
mnittee meeting Was held, and it waa decided to press the claims of the Jewish com. 
munity opon the Ministry, and we are now awaiting their reply. We have secured a 
portion of the new cemetery, which was consecrated according to Jewish rites, 
and have a representative on the Educational Board, and we hope by next year 
to be able to report progress, I certainly would not advise any of the readers 
of your paper to venture out to these parts uniess they have a little money. 
Everything is very dear and scarce, The great drawback of this country ws the 
want of water, there being none of a drinkable kind for some hundreds of miles. 
And the mode of living is so entirely different to anything like you have at 
home, that for a man to bring his family out to a place like this is undertaking a 
yreatrisk. Employment, too, is very hard to get, there being a large number of 
menidle. There is also some trouble in the tailoring trade among the few firma 
that get their work done on the fields. 

A vablegram of sympathy was sent to Madame Dreyfus by the congregation 
of Kalgoorlie on hearing of the unjust sentence that was passed on Captain 
Dreyfus.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


A Good Paraphrase. 

What are the true uses of a paraphrase? Let Professors Sanders and 
Kent, the editors of “ The Messages of the Earlier Prophets” (London: James 
Clarke), answer this question. They have given us a paraphrase of Amos, Hosea, 
Micah, Isaiah, Nahum, Zephaniah, Habbakuk and Jeremiah. What purposes do 
they expect their book to serve! 

The editors give a clear answer to this inquiry. A paraphrase is a re-state- 
ment. At its best it is also as good as a commentary. It seeks to supply the 
historical context, presupposed by the prophet and well known to his contem- 
porary hearers. In the absence of this historical context, however, a passage 
may fail to go home to a modern reader, nay, it may convey a thought entirely 
foreign to the prophet’s mind. When Amos says that he is not the son of a 
prophet, he is not alluding to his father at all; he merely means that he does 
not belong to a prophetic guild. A paraphrase can, by a word, remove such 
obscurities. Further, the chapters in the prophetical books are not arranged 
chronologicaily. A paraphrase can make the necessary re-arrangement. Thus 
a paraphrase, though never to be used as a substitute for the Bible, may help to 
make the Lille intelligible. 

A further question arises. How isa paraphrase to be used to the best 
advantage’ The editors answer this question also. 

The rapid reading of a paraphrase will give a clear and accurate genera] 
impression of the prophet's theme and treatment. The Bible can then be read 
with intelligence. The paraphrase facilitates this by explaining in advance any 
puzzling phrases that occur, It must always be remembered, however, that a 
paraphrase is necessarily an interpretation. The paraphraser adopts one out of 
several meanings, and the reader must never forget that possibly the passage has 
a different meaning to the one assigned. But it is better to have one interpre- 
tation out of many than to have none at all, which is the not uncommon fate of 
those who read the Bible without a commentary. The paraphrase is, in short, 
the busy man’s commentary, it is an easy means of getting at information which 
otherwise requires deep and long study. 

Obviously, the present remarks would not have been made about any but a 
very good specimen of the paraphrase. Professors Sanders and Kent have given 
us a paraphrase of the best type. It is founded on a scholarly investigation, it 
is graceful, it ms successful. Page after page presents the old familiar texts in a 
new, a more intelligible light. The clue to the sense is provided, the connection 
between successive passages indicated, difficulties removed, simply by happily 
chosen phrases, and without a single note. -Comparisons are odious, But 
readers will at once think of Mr. Moulton’s Bible for Modern Readers. The 
present book is superior as an aid to the real understanding of the Scriptures ; 
Moulton’s volumes are better for the mere text of Scripture itself. The best 
advice to those who ask which series is preferable (for Messrs. Sanders and Kent 
promise a series) is: Buy both. 

The Grammatical Terminology of the Tannaim. 

In his latest work, Professor Wilhelm Bacher has prepared a dictionary of 
the terms employed by Jewish scholars of the Mishnaicage (the Tannaim) in 
their Biblical exegesis. The Mishnah and other early writings of the Rabbis 
contain many undated traditions as to the meaning of scripture, and some of 
these may be very old. But Professor Bacher thinks that the safest method of 
examining the exegetical methods prevalent in Palestine before the destruction 
of the Temple is to turn to the technical terms employed by the Tannaim. 
These terms are certainly older than the Tannaim themselves. True. 
the terminology was increased and developed. in the two centuries 
between Hillel and the close of the Mishnah. “ But, in the main and as a whol 
it remained unchanged.” Professor Bacher, however, rightly includes in his 
book also the terms used after the earlier period, for he has thus been able to 
present a complete picture of the terminology of the Tannaitic Midrash. The 


author, following the excellent example of Dr. Hoffmann, has drawn attestion 


to the differences between the schools of Akiba and Ishmael in these matters. 
‘Though both schools have essentially their roots in antiquity, Ishmael repre- 
sents a more consistent adherence to the older forms of exegesis so far as 
terminology is concerned. 

Professor Bacher's Dictionary embraces the whole exegesis of the Tannaim, 
Halachic (legal), as well as Hagadic (homiletical). The material used comprises 
the Tannaitic Midrashim, the exegetic Rules of Hillel. Ishmael, and Eleazar ben 
Jose Gelih, The hermeneutic terms which have no direct relation to exegesis 
are not cited. Of the post-Tannaite Hagada two works (Pesikta and Genesis 
Rabba) are occasionally quoted “ to show how closely the terminology of these 
latter 1s associated with that of the Tannaim,” The most frequently cited works 
are Mechilta (Ed. Friedmann, 187()), Sifra (Ed; Weiss, 1862), Sifre (Ed. 
Friedmann, 1564), Tosefta (Ed. Zuckermandel, 1380), and the Seder Olam. In 
the Preface, from which much of the preceding has been drawn, Professor 
Bacher calls special attention to the dramatic character of the terminology. “ It 
owed its rise to the living discussion of the Academy, to the dialogue between 
master and disciple, between colleagues studying together.” The same vivid 
reality is exemplified in the remarkable manner in which the Scripture itself is 
personified in the Rabbinic terminology. Professor Bacher gives on page {) seq. 
a long list of expressions in which this personification occurs. A very striking 
case is ‘Say to the Text, Be silent till I explain thee.” As the author points 
out, the dramatic character of this Tannaite terminology finds its continuation 
in the dialectics of the Talmud. , 

The dictionary occupies more than 200 pages, everyone of them full of 
interest and learning. Alike for the grammarian, the Bible commentator, and 
the student of the Midrash, the dictionary is a very serviceable book. The 
numerous citations of sayings and passages give special value to the work. It 
is altogether a splendid contribution to the history of exegesis. and should 
incidentally give the world of scholars a higher opinion of Rabbinical method 
than has hitherto been prevalent. The work is entitled “Die Alteste 
Terminologie der jiidischen Schriftauslegung,’ and it is published by Hinrichs 
of Leipzig.

At the Oriental ag mek cp held at Rome, the subject of Ben Sira was 
naturally introduced. M., Israel Lévi, I understand, read a paper against the 


authenticity of the Cairene Fragments, making special point of the argument 
that the final Acrostic is a re-translation. Professor Kautzsch, who was present, 
controverted M. Israel Lévi’s view, of which more will be said in this column 
when the full paper is published. At the same Congress, Professor Haupt 
spoke on “ The Sanitary Basis of the Mosaic Ritual,” and alsoon the “ Cherubim 
and Seraphim.” Professor Jastrow suggested a new derivation of the name 
“Samuel,” and several papers were read on Syriac literature, by Professor 
Guidi, Mr. F. C. Burkitt, Dr. Gaster and the Rev. H. Gollancz —The 
greater part of the October number of the “Quarterly Statement” of 
the Palestine Exploration Fund is occupied by a lucid account by Dr. 
Bliss of his continued excavations at Tell Zakariya. His popes will be 
fully discussed next week.—Among recent new books are :—M. Rosenfeld, 
“Das Midrasch Deuterononium Par. ix. und xi.” (on the death of Moses catee, 
Vienna): S. Kraus, “Griechische und Lateinische Lehnworter” (Part IT.

ments of Enoch : Clay); E. Ferdinand, “ Le Proph?te Elie” (a study of certain

A New Pairy Book. 

Jewish writers appear to be increasing in the domain of folk-lore. 
where Mr. Joseph Jacobs has already won laurels. The latest recruit 
is Mrs. Annie C. Hyatt Woolf, whose volume, “Fairy Folk from Far and 
Near” (John Macqueen) is a very welcome addition to the ever-growing, almost 
overwhelming, number of books for children. Even before we reach the table 
of contents we are impressed with the authors competence to write for young 
folks, for she dedicates the book “To Hugh, my youngest critic and best of 
chums.” We proceed with confidence, knowing that what we shall find thereafter 
will be written with full sympathy for youthful readers. And our confidence is 
not belied, for we have it on the authority of another young critic of tender age 
that the book is “ nice”—a comprehensive word covering a wide range of 
goodness, And whilst we read some of the stories to this tiny authority on 
Fairy tales we could not help feeling how admirably they are told and made 
interesting even to those whose love for children is sorely tried by demands for 
stories and the reiterated “ just one more.” The variants of twice-told tales in 
this volume are distinctly good, especially that of * Cinder-lass aad the Shipper,’ 
though one misses the glamour of some familiar details. The get-up of the 
volume—with the dainty illustrations by Hans Reitz—is excellent. M.

Lendon Union Notes. 


A well-attended meeting in support of the reorganised United Cap Makers 
Society took place on Saturday evening last, at the Christ Church Hall, Hanbury 
Street, E. Mr. N. Rabbinowich presided, and Messrs. I. Caplan, H. Sacks and 
the Chairman addressed the meeting.

Moreover, one of these delegates is upon the Execu- 
tive Committee. Further, these gentlemen. also act upon the University 


Scheme Committee, called into existence for the purpose of raising £5") for 
scholarships for the children of working men. The Union has given £3 towards 
this object. Mr. Joseph is called upon to prove that it is not true that Jewish 
tailors do work abnormally long hours and in insanitary workshops, With 
regard to the prices, why did the masters agree to the new prices demanded by 
the men, if these prices were already paid’ Mr. Joseph was fully 
aware that low prices were being paid, and Mr. L. Goodman, the 
Assistant Secretary of the Union, is prepared to prove that to him on any public 
platform in Birmingham. The members of the Union only demand fair treat- 
ment at the hands of their employers; 74 hoursa week is certainly not fair. No 
presser or machiner is in receipt of the wages referred to by Mr. Joseph. Some 
of them earning £:} 10s. or £4 per week have to pay the under-presser and plain 
machiner, so that the machiner and presser only gets about £1 1s, 6d, for his 
week's work,

Kosher Dinners for Middle-Class Families. 


| BY AN EXPERIENCED COOK. | 
MENU OF A DINNER POR SIX PERSONS. 


Soup Paysanne. 
Beef Olives. 
- Roast Mutton. Cranberry Sauce. 
Cauliflower. Potato Puffs. 
Cocoanut Cheese Cakes. Stewed Apricots. 


Soup PAYSANN&.—Cuat two large onions into dice and put them into a stewpan, with 
two ounces of dripping, and fry a nice golden colour. Then take two half-inch thick slices 
of bread toasted to the same colour; break them into smal! pieces and pat them with the 
onions in the stewpan with three pints of good stock. Simmer gently for forty-five 
minutes, then serve. 

CRANBERRY SAUCE.—Put the cranberries into a crockery saucepan with sugar, water 
and a pinch of ground ginger. Stew thoroughly but be careful not to mash the fruit, which 
should look like stoned cherries in thick syrup. Do not use a metal spoon. 

COCOANUT CHEESE CAKES.—Make enough rich short crust to line twelve patty- 
pans. Beat and strain three eggs and stir into them three ounces of grated cocoanat, three 
vunces of castor sugar and a dessert-spoonfal of brandy. Beat well together for five 
minutes. Fill the lined pans with this mixture and bake in a moderate oven. 

STEWED APRICOTS.—Take two pounds of dried apricots and rinse them thoroughly 
in cold water; then place them in a dish with safficient water to cover, and allow them to 
soak for ten hours. After this, put them into an earthen saucepan, without more water 
and simmer slowly till thoroughly cooked. Snfficient sugar shoald be added while the 
fruit is cooking. Serve when quite cold.
